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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: With regards to the Applicant's arguments 
pertaining to the prior art (i.e. Eldridge) not disclosing the claimed "portable recording medium" that is comprised of, inter alia, "a controller 
for inputting from said communication terminal device the signed data set, and forjudging, using the public key and the signed data set, 
whether the signed data set is signed by the external communication device", the Examiner maintains that Eldridge discloses these claimed 
features. The claimed "judging" is broadly interpreted by the Examiner to pertain to the comparison and "match" steps within Eldridge (e.g. 
Figure 7). Within column 2, lines 48-63, "one of a plurality of keys stored on the medium" is supplied pending a positive response to "an 
authorization challenge". The supplying would have occurred upon said "challenge" being successful, i.e. a successful judgment. 

The claimed "judging" is further elaborated upon within, but not limited to, column 7, lines 20-48. There are "public key identifiers" that are 
received from the server and an attempt to match them with the identifier(s) within the medium occurs. If there is no successful match, then 
the process terminates. In order for a successful or failed match to be ascertained, a comparison is made to properly determine said 
match. This comparison and determination are analogous to the claimed "judging". 
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
